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CROSS BORDER COMMUNICATION EXERCISE 


On Saturday, April 30, 2016, a joint exercise took place between the Thunder Bay ARES group and the Grand 
Marais MN ARES club. This annual event, the 2016 Emergency Services Conference, is a combined effort from 
the Lake County and Cook County Emergency Management teams. This year, the amateur radio groups were 
invited to participate in establishing cross boarder communications between Canada and The United States of 
America. The conference was held in Grand Maris Minnesota, but we were asked to stay in Thunder Bay, being 
that the CCART (Cook County Amateur Radio Team) is leading the radio portion of the conference. 

Our role was to demonstrate cross border communications. We did this, working all modes, digital, CW, VHF, 
and HF. In the morning we demonstrated all modes, and in the afternoon we passed messages. We started an 
ARES net on the VE3YQT repeater, (our local and main repeater). We activated the phone tree, and went to the 
North Central Fire Hall station to test our VHF/UHF station equipment. 

This all took place at the VE3SAO station (our E.O.C.) at the 55 Plus Centre,700 River St., in Thunder Bay 
Ontario. Set up began at 10:00hrs and we shut down at 15:00hrs. We had 6 members attend the VE3SAO station, 
and 7 members checked in with the local ARES net, giving their status, whether on base or mobile. Dennis 
Brescacin, (the City of Thunder Bay Director of Administration Community Emergency Management Coordina- 
tor), was present to observe and participate in the exercise. 

We were successful in establishing communications with Grand Maris, using the Grand Portage repeater (VHF) 
and Digital modes, RMS express (winlink). We tried using 80M and 40M but were unsuccessful on these HF 
bands. 

At this time, I would like to thank the following: Jayne NOUIQ of the CCART (Cook County Amateur Radio 
Team) for inviting us to participate in this exercise, and for all her hard work. To Jeff KCOMKS the E.C., for 
The Lake County Radio Club NOLCR for his work behind the scenes. To all the THUNDER BAY ARES 
GROUP members who either checked in to the net and /or came down to VE3SAO station. Thanks to Bill, 
VE3XT who helped manage the digital end of things. Lastly, a big thank you to Dennis Brescacin for being a 
part of this Cross Boarder Communication Exercise.
